In 1983, Dr. Seshadri went to the Royal North Shore Hospital, 
Sydney to pursue a doctorate in Endocrinology. He worked under 
Professor Solomon Posen, a doyen in the field of calcium 
and metabolic bone diseases. During the course of his doctoral 
studies, Dr. Seshadri was able to acquire valuable laboratory and 
research experience, and his work on PTH, Vitamin D and 
oncogenous osteomalacia were ground-breaking. On completing 
his doctoral studies in 1986, he returned to CMC and began 
providing clinical services in Endocrinology. In 1994, Professor 
Seshadri established the Department of Endocrinology, and the 
subsequent years have seen the growth of an exceptional 
department that has now acquired an international stature in 
endocrinology, diabetes and metabolism. 

Dr. Seshadri was not just a brilliant clinician, but a prolific 
researcher and an exceptional teacher. He was a doctoral guide for 
both clinicians and laboratory specialists, and was instrumental in 
initiating the DNB course in Endocrinology in 2001 . He has been a 
reviewer for several medical journals and a much sought after speaker 
for conferences and seminars. Dr Seshadri is a member of the Task 
force for Stem Cell Research and Regenerative Medicine of the 
Department of Biotechnology, Government of India and a 
member of the Human Resource Development Group, CSIR.

The Tecnai G 12 120 kV Electron Microscope has many new 
features that include: a CCD camera that captures images 
digitally; software to measure the actual size of structures while 
viewing the specimen; the provision for viewing frozen sections, 
thereby allowing immunoelectron microscopy to localize antigens 
at a subcellular level with antibodies that do not work on 
conventionally fixed tissues, and the provision for 3D 
tomography that can help to generate three dimensional 
images of structures less than 500 nm in size.
